7ith  the  exception  of  two  farms  which  derive  their 
water  from  wells,  the  whole  of  the  district  obtain 
water  from  the  mains  of  the  Manchester  Corporation.

No  extension  has  been  made  during  the  year,  and  none 
is  required. 

The  district  is  drained  on  the  combined  system.  The 
sewage  from  the  Albert  Square  district  is  treated  at 
the  Altrincham  Corporation  Sewage  Corks,  and  a small 
part  of  the  Altrincham  district  is  treated  at  the 
Bowdon  farm.
